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MANY OBSTACLES 
IN THE WAY OF 
THE RESOURCES 


Ottawa, May 26.—Several 
tious problems have arisen in connec- 
tion with the transfer of the natural 
resources from the control of the 
Dominion to the province of Al- 
berta. It is too harsh to say that 
there is a deadlock, because nothing 
like that has occurred, and the differ- 
ences are such that they will likely 
be adjusted eventually. However, 
the contentions have arisen and will 
require careful negotiations. There 
seems to be not the slightest chance 
that there will be legislation in the 
present session of parliament. 

Here are some of the difficulties: 

1. Premier Greenfield thinks the 
Dominion government should keep 
control of the forest reserves on the 
eastern slope of the mountains. The 
federal government does not seem un- 
willing, but insists that in case the 
government does assume such respon- 
sibility, then the federal government 
shall have the minerals in the Nation- 
al Park. Mr. Greenfield insists that 
the province have possession of the 
minerals in the National Park. 

2. If Alberta is to get its natural 
resources, Premier Oliver of British 
Columbia contends that the title to 
that portion of the Peace River block 
in British Columbia should be trans- 
ferred to his province. 

3. Premier Dunning claims that in 
order to preserve the rivers in Sas- 
katchewan which rise on the castern 
slope of the Rockies, the federal gov- 
ernment should maintain the forest 
reserves. 

4, The Maritime provinces are like- 
ly to raise the question of more fav- 
ored terms, which they are always 
ready and anxious to introduce. 

5. There may be possibilities of dis- 
cussion on such problems as_ the 
school lands and school funds, and it 
is not impossible that there might be 
some discussion about the age. old 
school question. 

These are not considered as serious 
questions, but as minor difficulties 
which may lead to negotiations which 
will take an amount of time. 

The government is making no effort 
to delay, in fact is anxious to expedite 
negotiations. It regards itself as un- 
der obligation to the province to sup- 
plement its agreement, and it is pre- 
pared to do so. However, it all takes 
time. 


MARRIAGE LICENSE 
NEW REGULATIONS 


“Child marriages” where the bride 
is from 15 to 16 years old, will be- 
come a thing of the past on and after 
July 1 next, when Alberta’s new mar- 
riage act comes into effect, at which 
date the age limit will be raised to 
16. 

Consent of both parents will still 
be necessary in the case of the girl 
bride of 16 and up to 18 years of age. 
The girl between 18 and 21 years 
requires the consent of one parent 
at least, except in the case of a girl 
living away from home and earning 
her own living, in which case consent 
is not necessary. 

There appears to exist in the minds 


of most young women an opinion 
that at 18 a girl is legally of age 


and may marry without the consent 
of either parent. This is not the 
case, however, unless, as stated, she 
is living away from home and earning 
her own livelihood. 

Other changes in the new marriage 
act provide that a marriage license 
not used within three months becomes 
invalid. 

A clergyman performing marriage 
ceremonies under the new act must 
have a certificate of authority to per- 
form marriages, issued from the bur- 
eau of vital statistics. 

Where banns are called, one of the 
contracting parties must have resid- 
ed for at least fifteen days in the 
municipality or parish within which 
the banns are called.

ROYAL BANK ABSORBS 
UNION BANK CANADA 


Ottawa, May 22.—Hon. James A. 
Robb, acting minister of finance, an- 
nounced last night that he had given 
his consent to the purchase of the 
Union Bank of Canada by the Royal 
Bank of Canada, Before the agree- 
ment can be finally approved by the 
governor general in council, it re- 
quires ratification by the shareholders 
of both banks as provided by the 
Bank Act. Shareholders of the Union 
Bank are to receive one share of the 
Royal Bank stock for two shares of 
Union Bank stock. 

Mr. Robb stated that, in asking his 
consent to the agreement of sale, the 
directors of the Union Bank had 
represented that, in view of substan- 
tially reduced earnings, with no pros- 
pect of early improvement, and the 
difficulty (despite most rigid econ- 
omies) of curtailing proportionately 
the cost of operation, they were faced 
with the necessity of making a drastic 
cut in the annual dividend, which 
would result in a substantial drop in 
the value of the bank’s shares and, 
further might adversely affect the 
general standing of the bank. To ob- 
viate the possibility of such a serious 
situation, and in order to protect the 
shareholders and the public, as well 
as in the interest of general financial 
stability, the directors of the Union

BOY SCOUT WORK 
EXPLAINED TO 
KIWANIS CLUB

Scouting is Educative, Gives 
Health and Develops 
Character 


Kiwanian Rasmuson Gives 
Short Talk on Proposed 
Dairy Pool 


The members of the Kiwanis Club 
enjoyed a very interesting address 
on the work of the Boy Scouts at the 
weekly luncheon Tuesday evening. 
The speaker was Kiwanian Donald 
Ross, who has been very active in this 
line of boys’ work for a number of 


years. By the term scouting is 
meant the work and attributes of 
frontiersmen, A system of games and 


practices is supplied which mects 
the desires and instincts of the boys 
and is, at the same time, educative, 
Scouting puts them into fraternal 
gangs, and gives them a smart dress 
and equipment, which appeals to their 
imagination and romance and engages 
them in an active out-door life. It 
gives physical health and  develop- 
ment and teaches energy, resourceful- 
ness and handicrafts. It puts into 
the lad discipline, pluck, chivalry and 
patriotism—in a word it develops 
character, and aims to make the rising 
generation good citizens. 

The success of a jnation does not 
depend so much upon its fighting. 
powers as upon her character, and 
her commercial worth and integrity. 
If she can make herself indispensable 
on these lines to other nations she 
will be great and prosperous. 

The scout movement was started in 
Wetaskiwin in. 1912.hy Dr. Nordbye, 
now of Camrose, and rooms in the 
rear of the Methodist church were 
used, Rev. Mr. Harkness, assisted by 
Mr. Griffiths, started the Anglican 
scouts in 1919. For a short time, 
Mr. Morritt took charge of the 1st 
Wetaskiwin Troop, and he was suc- 
ceeded by Rev. Mr. Pritchard. About 
eight years ago Mr. Ross took an in- 
terest in the movement aud assisted 
Mr. Pritchard by taking up physical 
training and first aid to the injured. 
The second Wetaskiwin Troop, under 
the leadership of Mr. Griffith was or- 
ganized when the Parish Hall was 
built, but this has been disorganized. 

In 1920 a team yas trained by Mr 
Ross and sent to Edmonton to com- 
pete in the Journal First Aid Com- 
petition, open to all teams in the 
provinee, and won the shield and sil- 
ver medals. The same year a team 
entered the Walluce-Nesbitt competi- 
tion, which is under the auspices of 
the St. John’s Ambulance association, 
and came within one point of win- 
ning the trophy. The next year the 
Wetaskiwin team lost) the Journal 
Shield by only one point, and also 


the Wallace-Nesbitt trophy by the 
same margin. 
In 1920, a local association was 


formed with R. N, Shaw, president; 
J. i. Fraser, vice president, and D. 
Ross, secretary treasurer, In /1921 
the I.0.D.B6. canvassed for funds and 
raised $466.00, This sum was ex- 
pended to purchase camp equipment 
and the boys spent a pleasant time 
at Pigean Lake. Next year wrh Mi. 
Griffiths in charge, the boys attended 
the Edmonton district camp at Gull 
Lake. Last year fev. James took is 
troop to Pigeon Lake and this year 
the boys are wanting another camp. 
The difficulty is to raise funds suffi- 
cient to take 30 or 40 boys to camp. 

A hall or hut should be built here 
where the Wetaskiwin troops could 
have their headquarters, with gym- 
nasium, cte. 

Mr. E. R. Rasmuson, who was init- 
iated as a Kiwanian Tuesday evening, 
addressed the club briefly on the three 
pools of the province, and asked all 
members of the club to do all possible 
to get signers during the drive which 
commences in a few days. He re- 
ferred in particular to the dairy pool 
and pointed out that if the produc- 
ers of the province can be lined up, 
the pool would mean a saving of over 
$1,000,000 to the farmers, or would 
enable them to pay $4,000,000 of in- 
debtedness annually.

SCOWS FOR BUFFALO 
WAIT AT WATERWAYS

ment of plains buffalo from) Wain- 
wright to the wood buffalo preserve 
at Fort Smith, returned from Water- 
ways on Friday's train, and will leave 
for Wainwright this week to com- 
mence preparations for the first ship- 
ment. 

All is practically ready at Water- 
ways, states Mr. Christie. The cor- 
rals are built and ready, and of the 
two special scows which will be used 
to transport the buffalo from Water: 
ways to their ultimate home, one is 
already completed, and the other will 
be finished within a few days. 

Hach scow is designed to hold about 
a hundred buffalo, the boats being 
90 feet long by 25 feet wide, Pens are 
so arranged that the buffalo will be 
divided into four lots of 25 or so 
each, and every precaution has been 
taken to ensure that the animals will 
not suffer on the river journey. 

Ample provision has been made for 
feeding and watering the animals en 
route, and no difficulty is anticipated 
on the score of landing the young 
buffalo at the preserve in the best of 
condition,

URBAN ASSESSMENT 
APPEALS ACT DRAFT 
BEFORE DELEGATES 


Officials from a number of Alberta 
towns and cities were in conference 
with the government Thursday morn- 
ing last at Edmonton on the draft of 
the new urban assessment appeals 
act, which it is proposed to bring be- 
fore the legislature at its forthcoming 
adjourned session. Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Red Deer, Wetaskiwin, Camrose, 
Innisfail and Vegreville were repre- 
sented, 

The act as drafted was given a 
thoroughgoing once over, and will be 
revised in several particulars to suit 
the requirements of the urban munici- 
palities. Its aim in general will be 
to stabilize assessed land values in 
towns, cities and villages, and assess- 
ments will be fixed for five-year per- 
iods. Provision is to be made for ap- 
peals against these assessments, and 
after the local courts of revision have 
completed their work in such cases 
the final decision is to rest with the 
board of public utilities, which may 
require additions to its numbers in 
order to take care of the work. 

It was the feeling of the city 
representatives that the first court of 
revision to deal with all assessment 
questions should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the city couneils, and a 
new clause in the act will provide that 
in the case of the cities, this revising 
authority may be the council itself, 
a committee of the council, the com- 
missioners, or some other body set 
up for the purpose by the council. 

Mayor Webster of Calgary, and 
Commissioner Mitchell of Hdmonton, 
pointed out that different methods are 
now in use in those two cities, and a 
certain amount of freedom will be 
left in this regard to all the cities. 

Mayor Montgomery attended the 
conference as the delegate from We- 
taskiwin. 


REV. IRWIN GOES TO MACLEOD 


According to the final draft of the 
stationing committee of the Methodist 
chureh, Rey.

Sometimes the rain wizard 
uses a tower, or a gun; or he inti- 
mates that he will secure results by 
prayer; but in every case he gets his 
money, and the public get the rain they 
would have secured just as well with- 
out him. The department does not 
mince matters, but declares that in 
every case which they have investi- 
gated the claims of the rain-maker 
have been shown to be false. And 
yet we venture to say that there will 
be thousands of intelligent farmers 
who will utterly reject the depart- 
ment’s pronouncements, and will pin 
their faith to the next rainmaker who 
comes along. People may not love to 
be humbugged, but sometimes it cer- 
tainly looks like it. 


Dirt and Ruin 
Work for Evil 


If every town in the west would 
imitate most of the towns in Florida, 
the west would become noted through- 
out the world for the beauty and 
charm and cleanliness of the towns. 

Cleanliness, it has been said, is next 
to Godliness. A dirty individual is 
neither clean spiritually nor mentally. 
Dirt makes for ruin physically, men- 
tally, morally.

No community which does not clean 
up and paint up, which does not do 
its best to have clean streets and 
clean yards, has any right to look 
up and face the world. 

“A cheap coat makes a cheap man.” 
In the same way it might be said, a 
dirty town makes a dirty people; a 
dirty people makes moral and mater- 
jal dirt and decay. It is the duty of 
all men and women to make their 
homes and their home towns just as 
clean and attractive and beautiful as 
possible. He who falls short in this 
respect falls short of his duty to God 
and man, it matters not what else he 
may do.—Ex.

Broadcasting of copyright songs 
in the United States is declared sub- 
ject to copyright fees or royalties 
just as much as publication by other 
methods of performance. This de- 
cision, which has considerable bear- 
ing on the Canadian Copyright Bill 
now under discussion in Ottawa was 
reached as a result of a recent test 
case in the United States. 


Approximately five millions dol- 
lars will be spent in maintaining and 
constructing new highways within 
the Province of Quebec during the 
present year. At present there are 
2,586 miles of highway in the pro- 
vince stretching into all parts of 
Quebec: and linking up with main 
roads in the U.S. and the sister 
provinces to the East and West. 


According to a report prepared 
by the Merchants Exchange of Van- 
couver, forty-two regular steamship 
lines are now operating out of that 
harbor, the gross tonnage for last 
year being 14,473,518 which is over 
a million tons in excess of the 1923 
figures. The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way is now erecting a new pier there 
which will be one of the finest and 
largest on the continent, 


The Campbell River Company of 
White Rock has purchased the en- 
tire holdings of the James Logging 
Company of Vancouver which in- 
clude 35,000 acres of timber lands, 
containing over two billion feet of 
logs, a saw mill with a capacity of 
more than 650,000 feet of lumber 
a day, three large tugs and a com- 
plete logging outfit. A sum of more 
than five millions dollars is said 
to be involved. 


Arrangements have been com- 
pleted to ship 200 books by Cana- 
dian authors to be exhibited at 
Wembley this year. A special grant 
has been made by the Provincial 
Government of Quebee to provide 
artistic bindings for these books 
many of which will be by French- 
Canadian authors. That this is to 
be done is largely due to the initia- 
tive of the Arts, Science and Letters 
Society of Quebec City in co-opera- 
tion with the provincial government,

One is that the breaks 
and holes in the ice, which can al- 
most always be seen on as large ajt 
body of water as this during the win- 
ter, become frozen over and the fish 
could: not get air. 

Another theory is, when the thaw 
came, the ice at the edge of the lake 
and for some distance out, lifted and 
the space beneath filed with water. 
The fish swam into this water filled 
space; and when the ice broke, the 
strong winds from the north drove 
great masses of ice upon the shore, 
thus crushing and killing the fish oc- 
cupying the space under the ice near 
the shore.

ON BACON HOGS 


A short course on bacon hogs, for 
the benefit of the hog breeders of 
the central part of the province, will 
be held at the following places: 

Didsbury, June 8 and 9; Red Deer 
June 10 and 11; Wetaskiwin June 12 
and 13; Camrose June 1d and 16; 
Stettler June 17 and 18, and Mirror 
June 19 and 20, 

The courses will be held under the 
auspices of the Dominion livestock 
branch, the Alberta department of 
agriculture, and the faculty of agri- 
culture of the university of Alberta. 

During the first day, commencing at 
1:30 p.m. at each place, there will be 
discussions on the feeding and man- 
agement of hogs, and discussion and 
demonstration on the market type of 
hogs. During the morning of the sec- 
ond day, commencing at 9 o'clock, 
there will be a discussion and demon- 
stration on the type of breeding hogs. 
During the afternoon of the second 
day there will be inspection and dis- 
cussion on bacon carcasses. The mar- 
ket type hogs used at the demonstra- 
tions on the first day, will be slaugh- 
tered and brought in for demonstra- 
tion as carcasses the second day, un- 
der the direction of an expert pro- 
vided by the Dominion livestock 
branch, Farmers interested in the 
breeding of bacon type of hog are 
urged to attend these short courses. 
It is confidently hoped that much can 
be accomplished at the short courses 
to put the swine industry on a more 
satisfactory and permanent basis.

Vancouver, May 26—Using the 
name of a reputable local brokerage 
firm to mask their operations, confi- 
dence men on Friday mulcted = P.
